legislative proposals, and before 
those proposals are expressed in 
the technical phraseology of the 
parliamentary draughtsman. If 
that is a true valuation of White 
Paper procedure, it follows that 
such documents, especially when 


nal fromithey embrace estimates of large 


public expenditure, ought to be 
prepared with the greatest 
sible care and _ deliberation. 


Otherwise, they may tend to mis- 


lead the reader, and to confuse 
issues that alréady are compli- 
cated and elusive enough. Yet 
it would be a grave mistake to 
expect the disclosure of precise 
plans or meticulously detailed 
estimates in publications which 
at any time could only indicate 
approximate probabilities, and, 
in the present highly fluid con- 
dition of money values and trade 
prospects, can be little more at 
best than serious and informed 


efforts to forecast the trend of 
ſeconomic forces. 


As an admirable instance of 
effort to formulate practical pla 
for post-war developments, we do 
not hesitate to mention the 
Government’s White Paper—or, 
ought we to say?—the E.S.B.’s 
report on Rural Electrification. 
Based on experience and on wide 
observation and research, it is at 
once informative, cautious and 
highly practical in its approach to 
technical and financial problems. 
Its defects, if any, are those of 
undue caution. Nevertheless, it 
has furnished a sufficiently sound 
and carefully prepared foundation 
on which the Government now 
proposes to build even more 
broadly and rapidly than was pro- 
posed by the Board. By contrast, 
the Departments Post- War 
Building Programme” appears to 
rest on much less carefully pre- 


pared foundations. In justice to 


its authors, let it at once be said 
that their terms of reference—the 
scope, the variety and the com- 
plexity of the problems with 
which they were called upon to 
deal—were far different from 
those presented to the E.S.B. 
Furthermore, as an ad hoc body 
of officials, hastily assembled to 
perform an extremely difficult 
task in a strictly limited time, the 
authors of the report were re- 
quired to discharge what now 
seem to have been almost inipos- 
sible duties. The matter of public 
concern now, however, is not with 
the difficulties that had hurriedly 
to be overcome, but with the 
substance of a document which 
proposes the execution of 
£100,000,000 worth of public and 
private works of construction 
within five —or, at most, eight 
post-war years. 

On whose plans and detailed 
estimates is that 100,000, 000 
programme founded? Under 
the headings of works to be 
carried out by local authorities 
for housing, hospitals, roads, 
water and sewerage schemes and 
other public amenities, a sum of 
over 50,000,000 is provided. 
Who sponsors that estimate? It 
cannot represent the total cost 
of schemes prepared by county 
and urban councils, which alone 
are responsible for the prepara- 
tion of schemes under the Town 
and Regional Planning Acts; for 
Mr. Erskine Childers, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Minister for 
Local Government, last month 
revealed the fact that 57 out of 
a possible 91 county and town 
councils yet had to take pre- 
liminary ‘steps to qualify as local 
planning duthorities, and that in 
other cases little progress yet had 
been made to give effect to 
planning legislation. There is no 
evidence that schemes prepared 
by County Managers, on which, 
the White Paper 
estimates are based—have been 
submitted: to, or approved by, 
county or town authorities.

organisation. Nevertheless, the an- 
nouncement of a new policy and 
programme under which “ security 
and ownership will be condi- 
tional on the maintenance of a 
reasonable standard of productivity,” 
and “ownership does not carry 
with it the right to leave land 
to bé utilised below its potential 
capacity,” presents issues of 
sufficient gravity to call at least for 
the issue of a considered statement 
by the Minister for Agriculture. 

The fact that such a really revolu- 
lionary pronouncement, which may 
call for a radical review of half-a- 
century of land legislation, was 
made by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce seems to indicate a 
closer association of activities as 
between his Department and those 
of the Ministry. of Agriculture. 
Whether such more intimate rela- 
tions will, or ought to be, estab- 
lished may be open to doubt. What 
cannot be questioned is the need 
for common and courageous leader- 
ship in the whole interwoven fields 
of agricultural and industrial enter- 
prise. For that leadership in the 
sphere of economic, reorganisation 
Mr. Lemas many indis- 
pensable qualities. Like Father 
O' Flynn, he seems to be ready and 
able, when other methods fail, to 
“coax the lazy ones on with a 
stick |" 

Much, no. doubt, might be said 
about the défects that frequently 
accompany such qualities of courage, 
initiative and readiness to break 
away from the beaten track. Nor 
is there any assurance that new 
trails, blazed in days of emergency, 
will end in conditions of security 
and stability. For safeguards against 
the dangers of precipitate action we 
only can look to less enterprising 
members of the, Cabinet, to the 
restraining hands of legislators, and 
—above all else—to the assertion 
of a lively and educated public 
opinion. Ie greatest obstacles to 
the goal of full employment and 
social security are public lethargy 
and fear of experiment. Hence, 
as one observer sees it, arises the 
peculiar value of Mrs. Sean 
Lemass.—Yours, etc.,

FILM NOTES 


The Forgotten Village (Astor) js 
the sort of film which will probably 
cause a flutter of esthetic excite- 
ment among the city’s intellectual 
cinema-goers. The starkness of the 
theme, its blunt treatment, and the 
magic names of Kline and Stein- 
beck will ensure superlatives. 
Stripped of all this nonsense, “ The 
Forgotten Village” remains an 
excellent documentary, treating the 
life of a backward Mexican village, 
and the attempts to substitute 
modern medical methods for the 
unhygenic witchcraft of the local 
“wise woman.“ The primitive 
atmosphere is heightened by broad, 
simple treatment, and there is a 
fine, almost frugal economy 
about the direction, photography, 
incidental music and the com- 
mentary, beautifully spoken by 
Burgess Meredith. The people in 
the picture are all Mexican peasants 
without screen experience. See 
“ The Forgotten Village,” but work 
our times carefully and avoid the 
supporting feature. = 

Hollywood, it seems, has dis- 
covered religion, and we may as 
well prepare ourselves for a suc- 
cession of waywatd, unconven- 
tional, trout- fishing ecclesiastics, on 
the Going My Way pattern.
